As a result of a difiicultv whirh took 
nl.ice on the Main street in Cyntliiana 
VLbicrday atfernoon, Harry Bailev, a 
p. eminent voung lawyer of that city, 
was shot and almost instantly killed 
by Newton Arnold, of tJourhon county. 

The trouble, it is ^ai J, was the out- 
ccme of a feeling thai has existed be- 
tween the two men for about a month, 
which was the result of a writ ot at- 
tachment entered against Arnold by 
Bailey. in the Bourbon county court. 
,The^shootiDgj^took place at the cor- 
ner of Main -and Pike streets and di- 
rectly in front of the Farmers' Jsa- 
tional Bank. There was a large court 
day crod io town and the affray as wit- 
nessed by a large number of people. 

According to the reports a note 
against Arnold bad been placed in 
Bailey's bands tor colleetioo. The two 
men met at the comer Main and^Pike 
streets when it is said Bailey accosted 
Arnold and demanded the payment of 
the note. The men engaged in a 
heated argument in which it is alleged 
Arnold called Bailey a vile name, 
which the latter resented. 

Several blows were exchanged and 
in the scuffle the combatants fell to 
the sidewalk. Several men who wit- 
ni^ssed the fight made an effort to sep- 
arate them and when they were gotten 
on their feet it is said Arnold succeed- 
ed in getting his hand upon his revolv- 
er, .which he drew from his hip pocket. 
The muzzle was placed against the 
body ot Bailey and two shots were 
fired. 

The bulle s from a .'58 caliber revolv- 
er took effect m the right side a few 
inches below the arm-oit severing a 
vital organ. Bailey fell to the ground 
and expired in about a minute. His 
flesh was badly burned by powder. 

The unfortunate victim was picked 
up and carried into a nearby store, 
where a hasty examination revealed 
the fact that d^ath resulted almost in- 
stantly. After the shooting Arnold 
made no effort to escape, and was 
taken into custody by Chief of Police 
D. J. Hoghes and Deoaty Sheriff John 
Stewart. Both of the oflBcers were 
within half a block of Ibc scene of the 
killing when it ocearicd. 

When lockei op Arnold declined to 
discnas the affair. X It is said that he 
had been drinking heavily daring the 
day and was greatly under the influ- 
ence of liquor when he fired the shot 
that took the life of Bailey. 

Reports from Cynthiana last night 
and information gained from a number 
ot people who were parsing through 
Paris yesterday afternoon were to the 
effect that ieeling against the slayer 
of Bailey is running very high and 
owing to the prominence of the dead 
man it is feared an attemot may 9>e 
made to lynch the prisoner. 

The remains of Bailey were viewed 
by Dr. Charles Swinford, Coroner of 
Harrison county, and an inquest was 
held the jury returning a verdict of 
death due to a gunshot wound fired by 
Newton Arnold. The body was taken 
to an undertakine establishmoBt where 
it was prepared for burial. 

Mr. Bailey was one of the most 
prominent men of Harrison county. 
He was aged about 42 years and for a 
number of years had been practicing 
at the Harrison bar. Last fall he 
made the race for Congress on the Re- 
publican ticket in the Ninth Congres- 
sional , district but was defeated by 
Congro M man Fields. He was one of 
the meet prominent members of the 
Maaooie crier in Kentucky and was 
Past GcMd Moater and Fast Grand 
High Pritit of the Kentoeky Grand 
Lodac* 

Mr. Bailey was born at Colville, 
hear the BoarboQ-Hamaon line He 
was unmarried and is sunrived bf his 

aged mother and three brothers. 

Arnold, who is in Jail, charged with 
the crime, tenanted the farm of Mrs 
Nellie Highland on the Georgetown 
pike, near this city. Before moving 
o^ Bourbon, he lived at Lair Station, 
a tew miles.South ;of Cvnthiana. He 
is married and has several children.

Remove the tariff tax from meat 
and sugar to lessen tlie burden of tax- 
ation now being tiorne by the poor, 
and place a tax on tiie incomes of the 
rich who are not now bearing their due 
proportion of the government expense. 
; This promises to be a feature of Jhe 
legislative program ot the Democratic 
63rd Congress. Questions asked by 
witneifses before the Ways and Means 
Committee indicated that meats and 
sugar may go on tbe free list. An in- 
come tajcfto|nalie op for |tbe' loss of 
revenue from the tariff on meats and 
sugar will soon come into existence as 
a resnltlof the ratifleation of the in- 
come tax araendnient'to the constitu- 
tion by the necessary three {fourths of 
the states. 

This progrsm should spell some r 
duction in the cost of living. The 
wholesale price of sugar in London, 
where there is no tax on sugar, aver- 
ages two cents a [pound less than in 
New York.

The cables frequently report 
that American beef, on which the 
transportation has been paid across the 
Atlantic, is being sold on the block in 
London two cents a pound less than in 
the United States; This shows how 
these tiUBts have been taking advan- 
tage of home consumers who they have 
at thei^ mercy because of the Fayne- 
Aldrich tariff law. 

Naturally the sugar trust and beef 
trust^will not appxove a policy of free 
sugar and free meat, but the sugar 
trust and the beef trust will not be in 
the saddle in Wasbington after llarcb 
4.

Prominsnt Distiller for Years 
and Was Once a Wealtliy 
Land Owner 



Mr. George W. Bowen. ex-Confed- 
i erate solidier,former Sheriff of Bourbon 
i county, and for years one of the f-^ie- 
I most figures in the farming and dis- 
j tilling industries of the county, died 
j at the home of his daughter, Mrs. 
j Calla Keller, on Fourth ctreet, fhurs- 
day morning, following a protracted 
illness of a complication of diseases. 

Mr. Bowen had been in feeble health 
for several months and for the past 
two weeks his condition had been re- 
garded as critical. His family and 
! friends entertained little hope for his 
I recovery and since Saturday his de- 
i mise has been momentarily expected. 
I Everything known to medical science 
was employed to relieve hi^ suffering, 
which, coupled with his remarkable 
constitution, prolonged his life. 

Mr.Bowen, who was in his eighty-fifth 
year, srastbe eldest son of Benjamin 
and Mary Current Bow^n. His par- 
ents were natives of Bourbon county 
and he was born near Ruddles Mills, in 
Bourbon county, on October 18, 1828. 
He was educated in the district schools 
at Rudoies Mills, and remained with 
his fallier ontil he had grown to man- 
hood. 

On March 28, 1862 he was, onited in 
marriage to Miss Lacy B. Wyatt, 
daughter of Fleming and Martha 

Wyatt. residing near Ruddles Mills, 
and a sister of Mr George Wyatt, 

of near Paris. His wife precedea him 
to the grave a number of years. 

In the same year Mr. Bowen engaged 
in the mercantile business in Ruddles 
Mills which he continued mos*t success- 
fully for 4 years when he fitted up and 
operated the Abe Spears cotton and 
woolen factory about one mile from 
Kiser station on Stoner creek. In con- 
nection with this he operated a flouring 
mill and being very succesful in busi- 
ness amassed a considerable fortune. 

The woolen mill was later converted 
into a uifitillery which he operated for 
a number, o/ years, making the famous 
Bowen co^pur whiskey which had a 
wide reputation the country over. 

At the outbreak of the Civil war, 
Mr. Bowen espoused the cause of the 
South, and answering the call for vol- 
unteers, enlisted in the Confederate 
army in the spring of 1862. On enter- 
ing the army he was given a commis- 
sion of first Lieutenant in Company C 
of the Fifth Kentucky Cavalry, serving 
in the r^rimoit of Col. Howard Smit^ 
and in the Brigade of Gen. Abe Bo- 
ford, until transferred to the command 
of Gen. JV>hn H. Morgan. 

He won the reputation as a fearless 
officer by his gallantry in many engage- 
ments and was later promoted to the 
position of Captain. He participated 
j in all of the principal engagements in 
I which the command of Gen. Morgan 
i fought, and in July, 1863, was taken a 
' prisoner by the Union troops at the 
I memorable battle at Buffington's Is- 
I land, Ohio, when the gallant band of 
'cavalrymen under the intrepid leader 
! invaded the North. 

j With his brother officers, Mr. Bowen 
i was sent to Johnson's Island, where he 
j was contined in prison for about four 
i weeks, when he was transferred to Al- 
! legheny City, Pa., and imprisoned with 
j 115 others in the State Penitentiary, 
! remaining in confinement for about 
The ranking officers, 
from Lieutenant up, were ordered to 
Camp Chase, Ohio, where Mr. Bowen 
was confined for six months, when he 
was released through the influence of 
friends. 

Returning home at the close of t^e 
war, Mr. Bowen again resumed busi- 
ness activities, and by thrift and ener- 
gy aoQuired valuable land estates, at 
one time having in his possession 670 
acres of fine oibsgnMSiland located 
near Shawhan. Much of his time was 
devoted to the raising of thoroaghbred 
horses and he owned folly 80 head of 
high class nmners. He made a num- 
ber of sales, among the most notable

In 1875, Mr. Bowen engaged in the 
hardware business in Paris, under the 
firm name of Ford& Bowen, and a few 
years following met with reverses 
which swept away fhaftiaKvity of his 
estate. 

Mr. Bowen occupied the handsome 
residence on the Cynthiana pike about 
one mile South of Shawhan, which was 
designed by himself and built accord- 
ing to his plans. The place was later 
purchased by the father of Messrs. 
John and Robert Larue who have 
since occupied it, together with a large 
acreage oi the laud which was owned 
by Mr. Bowen. 

For a number of years Mr. Bowen 
continued in the capacity of manager 
of the distillery at Kiserton which he 
formerly owned and which had been 
acquiied by Cincinnati capitalists. 

In 1897 he moved to Paris and after 
being here a short time was elected to 
the office of sheriff of Bourbon county, 
holding the position for four years 
when he was succeeded by Mr. W. W. 
Mitchell. 

During his late yctars he lias lived in 
retirement, reaidln^ with his daus^ter. 
Mm. KsUer, who with the other mem- 
bers of 'tibe family ocmtriboted to his 
every neMl daring his declining years. 

He is survived by three daughters, 
Mrs. Calla Keller and Mrs. A. H. 
Keller, of Paria and Mrs. Arthur New- 
sum, of Dallas. Texas, Who arrived at 
the bedside of her father Sundav night 
only a few hours before his sufferings 
were relieved by death. Three sisters, 
Mrs. Harriett Duval, of near this city, 
Mrs. James Tate.of Shawhan, and Mrs.
